"This  rally  has  been  in  the  works  for 
two  years,"  said  Glenn  Shows,  consultant 
in  the  Di^ipleship  and  Family  Ministry

The  event  opened  with  a  rally  featuring 
George  Fields  of  Louisville,  Ky.  Fields  bilfe 
himself  as  "America's  Musical  Humorist." 
He  is  a  graduate  and  former  football  play¬ 
er  for  Mississippi  College;  a  graduate  of 
Sou^em  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Ky.;  and 
has  been  entertaming  and  speaking  for 
almost  30  years.  "I  speak  for  a  fee  and  eat 
for  free,"  Fields  quippped.

"George  Fields  was  a  real  calling  card," 
Shows  (mserved.  "We  wanted  to  have  an 
economical  entrance  fee  (one  dollar),  witii 
three  basic  conferences.

School  Teachers 

Sdiool  is  back  in  session  and  it 
provides  a  meat  opportiini^  for 
us  to  diink  about  ncnv  signincant 
sdiool  teadiers  are  in  &  life  of 
our  children.  While  there  are 
odier  ^reat  influences  that  toudi 
their  hves,  echoed  teachers  are  on 
the  cutting  edge  of  influeiKe  day 
after  day.  They  need  our  prayer 
support  and  encouragement. 
Reg^utUess  of  what  form  diey 
may  take  —  public  school 
teadier,  private  sokwI  teacher,  or 
home  soiooi  teacher  —  it  is  no 
easy  task  to  he^  children  move 
along  to  reach  their  full  potential 
school  teachers  are 
required  to  be  more  highly 
educated  than  most  of  the  pop¬ 
ulation  and  dien  oflered  a  job 
that  pays  on  the  lower  end  of 
the  scale  for  professionals. 
They  sign  up  and  show  up  to 
spend  more  waking  hours  with 
our  children  than  anyone  else 
and  to  leave  an  imprint  on  each 
one  of  the  children  they  teadi. 
Is  every  school  teacher  gifted, 
innovative,  creative,  caring, 
andheteful?  Probably  not!  nK) 
more  than  all  parents  are  like 
that,  but  diat  does  not  make 
them  bad  people  nor  does  it 
mean  diat  diey  are  not  trying 
dieir  best  to  help  a  child  devef 
op  intellectually. 

There  they  are  locked  in  a 
classroom  with  your  child 
from  before  eight  until  about 
three  instructing,  influencing, 
encouraging,  and  maybe 
sometimes  correcting  and 
possibly  even  demeanmg  the 
children.  I  know  that  you  as  a 
parent  or  grandparent  are 
concerned,  out  now  often 
have  you  paused  to  pray,  to

hold  them  up  to  the  Lord,  and 
ask  Him  to  guide  them, 
strengthen  them,  and  enable 
them  to  connect  and  commu¬ 
nicate  with  the  children? 

I  am  afraid  diat  most  of  us 
find  it  so  easy  to  quickly  and 
hurtfully  raise  criticism  against 
our  school  teachers.  The  scores 
are  not  as  high  as  diey  ought  to 
be.  Their  patience  is  not  as  long 
^  it  ought  to  be.  Their  apprea- 
ation  for  the  giftedness  of  our 
children  is  not  as  deep  as  it 
should  be.  They  are  not  as 
interested  as  they  should  be  in 
issues  in  our  cnildren's  lives 
outside  the  classroom.  The 
quality  of  their  teaching  skills  is 
not  as  honed  as  we  dunk  diey 
ou^t  to  be  and  diat  is  only  the 
bemnning  of  die  list. 

I  wonder  what  would  hap¬ 
pen  if  parents  not  only  started 
taking  more  interest  in  the 
operation  of  the  school,  but  if 
they  actually  began  to  be 
involved  in  holdup  the  teacher 
up  to  the  Lord  ana  praying  for 
wisdom,  grace,  and  strength 
from  above  for  that  person. 
Could  God  make  a  dind«nce 
in  the  life  of  a  teacher  who  is 
making  a  diflerence  in  your 
child's  life?  Absolutely! 

Sinoe  I  went  to  sdvxd  for  a 
long  time,  I  can  tdQ  you  from  a 


personal  standpoint  that  I  have 
met  some  not  so  good  teachers. 
Some  of  them  were  borderline 
bad,  but  I  must  confess  that  I 
never  had  one  who  was  as  bad  a 
teacher  as  I  was  a  student  I  real¬ 
ize  now  and  sometimes  realized 
then  diat  diey  were  maldng  a 
gl^ater  effort  dian  I  was.  Don't 
TC  mistaken  —  I  met  and  was 
touched  by  some  of  the  most  gift¬ 
ed  teachers  to  be  found  any¬ 
where.  Ihey  were  good  teachers, 
some  of  di^  borderline  great 
teachers,  and  a  few  went  above 
die  line.  Ihey  influenced  me, 
affected  me,  taught  me,  encouiv 
aged  me,  diallo^ed  me,  and 
enabled  me. 

I  can  also  tell  you  diat  even 
in  diis  present  day  when  school 
teaching  is  such  a  difficult  call¬ 
ing  there  are  many  fine 
Christian  school  teachm  and 
administrators  who  are  living 
out  what  diey  consider  to  be  a 
"God  designed  ministry  for 
them"  to  help  and  bless  chil¬ 
dren.  Many  of  them  are  mak¬ 
ing  a  difference  and  you  and  I 
need  to  be  a  part  of  the  team  to 
make  a  difidence  for  them. 

School  teaching  is  hard 
work.  It  begins  earty  m  the  day 
long  before  the  kids  ever  arrive 
and  it  goes  on  long  past  die 
time  diat  they  leave  ^  clas^ 


room  in  the  afternoon.  It  takes 
years  of  training  only  to  get  a 
job  with  relatively  low  pay  so 
that  you  can  Work  witn  chil¬ 
dren  who  rarely  if  ever  say, 
"Thank  you  for  doing  a  great 
job."  The  toughest  part  of  die 
whole  deal  is  mat  all  they  have 
to  work  with  is  die  quality  of 
kid  that  we  send  them  from  our 
homes.  Strange  isn't  it  that  we 
expect  them  to  do  something  at 
the  school  that  we  have  never 
been  able  to  do  in  die  home  set¬ 
ting.  We  want  them  to  make 
diem  learn,  make  diem  behave, 
make  them  obey,  and  insist  that 
diey  be  disciplined. 

I  would  encourage  you  again 
before  you  are  too  crincal  of  die 
teadier  to  realize  diat  you  have 
die  child  longer  dian  diey  do. 
Let's  make  a  pact  to  encourage 
those  significant  frontline 
shapers  of  our  children,  pray  for 
diem  daily,  and  encour^  mem 
at  every  opportunity,  io  all  of 
you  teadim  out  dim  who  are 
starting  die  new  year  widi  a 
fresh  set  of  kids  ana  a  flesh  view 
of  the  diflmnee  you  can  make, 
just  realize  you  are  making  a  dif- 
fmnee  and  we  apprecute  it. 
God  bless  you  and  keep  up  the 
great  work.

RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  — 
Soudiem  Baptist  ministry  pro¬ 
jects  in  Iraq  are  being  delayed 
for  at  least  two  weeks  because 
of  new  coTKems  that  remnants 
of  Saddam  Hussein's  faction 
are  planning  to  target  humani¬ 
tarian  workers  in  the  country. 

The  first  four  shipping  con¬ 
tainers  of  food  pack^  by 
Southern  Baptist  churches  in 
late  Spring  arrived  in  the  coun¬ 
try  Aug.  21.  Volunteer  teams 
from  Missouri  and  North 
Carolina  were  to  begin  arriving 
the  weekend  of  Aug.  29  to 
b^in  distribution  of  the 
46,000  boxes. 

The  decision  to  delay  the 
arrival  of  volunteer  teams  was 
based  on  advice  from  the 
United  Nations'  NGO 
Coordinating  Council,  which 
manages  the  work  of  non¬ 
governmental  relief  and  devel¬ 
opment  groups  in  the  country, 
a  Baptist  worker  in  Iraq  said. 

The  Aug.  19  truck  bomb 
attack  on  the  United  Nations 
offices  in  Baghdad  marked  the 
first  time  a  non-military 
humanitarian  operation  had 
been  targeted  since  Saddam 
Hussein's  regime  was  over¬ 
thrown  in  late  March.
